“I therefore request headmasters 
to remove from. their Hbraries all 
books about the Foreign Legion. An 
inventory’ of such books must-be sent 
“to the Provincial and University 
Libriry, and the books must be for- 
warded to it, or destroyed, at its 
request, 

"Phis decree will not be published 
in the official gazette.”
